Spivey was five feet 11 1-2 inches 
in height, weighing 154 pounds, 
with sandy hair, blue eyes and 
fair complexion. Oldfield was five 
feet, eight inches tall and weighed 
180 pounds.

Harvey and Smith have written 
a blazing page in Georgia prison 
history, since they started out on 
a career of crime that took them 
in and out of jails and prison 
camps in every section of Georgia 
during the past decade. 

The escapades and escapes of 
these two men have made the 
front pages of newspapers all 
over Georgia and the nation. 
Smith last night added another 
“headline” to the long list he had 
accumulated before ‘Harvey was 
tucked away in Alcatraz as one 
of the nation’s “bad boys.”

F.D.R. Supporter Says 
Congress Should Have Last 
Word on Question. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—(Pi— 
Senator Bulkley, Democrat, Ohio. 
raised the touchy question of gov- 
ernment reorganization today with 
a statement that congress should 
consider such legislation 
next session. 


Meanwhile, Senator Burk, Dem- 
ocrat, Nebraska, asserted that if a 


measure similar to that which the 


house pigeonholed last year should. 
be offered it “wouldn’t even pass 


the senate.” 
The discussion recalled a state- 
ment made by President Roosevelt 


last week that he had been can-. 
vassing the need for reorganiza- 


tion, in the interest of more effi- 
cient and businesslike government, | 
with members of the committee 
which drew up his original pro- 
posals. He declined to say what 
his plans were, however. 

Backed by F. D. R. 

Bulkley, an administration sup- 
porter to the extent that Mr. 
Roosevelt backed him for renom- 
ination recently, voted for the re- 
organization bill last year, after 
voting for an amendment offered 
by the bill’s critics. 

Last year's battle centered prin- 
cipally on a proposed broad dele- 
gation of authority to the Presi- 
dent to make changes in the ad- 
ministrative setup. Bulkley sup- 
ported an amendment to give con- 
gress a veto power over the Presi- 
dent’s changes. He voted, also, to 


send the bill back to committee for

“definitely need” reorganization. 

Mind Unchanged. 

“T have not changed my mind,” 
he added.

\CARDOZA LAUDED 
AS COURT OPENS 


| Loss of Associate Is ‘Irrepar- 
able,’ Chief Justice 
Hughes Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
Chief Justice Hughes started a 


new term of the supreme court 
today by eulogizing the late lii 
eral associate justice, Benjamin N. 
Cardozo. 

Manifesting deep emotion, the 
chief justice said the court had 
“suffered an _ irreparable loss” 
when Cardozo died last July.

The Pennsylvania supreme court 
cleared the way today for simul- 
taneous grand jury and legislative 
investigations of bribery, conspi- 
racy and extortion charges against | 
Governor George H. Earle and 13 
of his Democratic associates. 

Set aside by the court were 
laws, hastily enacted in a special | 
session of the general assembly, 
which had given the legislature 
prior right to conduct an inquiry, 
The court directed the Dauphin 
county (Harrisburg) grand jury to 
proceed, | 

The opinion ruled the act sus-| 
pending the grand jury inquiry | 
was unconstitutional and termed it | 
“an attempt to suspend criminal | 
laws and an invasion of judicial 
powers.” | 

Counsel Disqualified. 

While upholding a law granting 
attorney generals “absolute dis- 
cretion” to supercede district at- 
torneys, the court ruled that At- 
torney General Guy K. Bard, ap- 
pointed by Earle, was ‘disquali- 
fied on the face of the case” from 
replacing District Attorney Carl B. 
Shelley, of Dauphin county. 

The court recalled at the same 
time that Governor Earle had 
charged Shelley, a Republican, 
with having “politics” as a motive, 
and directed Judge Paul N. Schaf- 
fer to conduct a hearing to deter- 
mine whether Shelley or an attor- | 
ney from another county, should 
direct the grand jury proceedings. 

The legislative committee, au- 
thorized a month ago by the court 
to conduct its own inquiry, now 
is knee-deep in testimony at Penn- 
sylvania’s capital. 

Both inquiries likely will run 
well into if not far beyond the No- 
vember election in which Repub- 
licans hope to upset the Earle “Lit- 
tle New Deal,” which came to 
Pennsylvania power in 1934 after 
a half-century of Republican state 
control. 

The charges being investigated 
grew out of statements. in the 
Democratic primary campaign last | 
spring. They have been denied | 
by Earle and the others named. 
Earle summoned the special ses- 
sion of the legislature to pass laws 
bringing the inquiry “into the 
open.” The grand jury proceed- |
